REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Applicant's amendment filed 7/8/2008 is acknowledged and has been entered. 
Claims 1-27, 30, 36, 45 and 46 have been canceled. Claims 28, 29, 31, 34, 35, 37-41, 
43 and 44 have been amended. Claims 28-29, 31-35, 37-44 are pending. All of the 
amendment and arguments have been thoroughly reviewed and considered. 
Applicant's amendments place the claims 28-29, 31-35 and 37-44 in condition for 
allowance. Accordingly, all rejections of the prior Office action are withdrawn. The 
Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance appears below. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
amendments and arguments place the claims recited above in condition for allowance. 
Applicant's arguments especially at page 6 provide sufficient evidence of the difference 
between the prior art and the claimed invention. The claims are deemed novel and 
unobvious because no prior art was found teaching or suggesting the claimed method 
steps of producing mutant genes in the absence of a selection process based on an 
altered or defined level of enzyme activity compared with a corresponding wild type 
enzyme. Patentability depends upon the combination of method steps recited in the 
claims.
